Hon. Alexander H. Stephens, of Georgia, 
arrived in Washington Saturday, and is 
ence more established in his old quarters at 
the National hotel. The Pust paid him a visit 
yesterday, and fortunately found him alone. 

hen asked about his health, Mr. Stephens 
replied that he was about the same as last 
winter—“no better, no worse.’’ The hemor- 
rhage of last summer had not impaired his 
health any, but it has so effected his bron- 
chial organs that hi¢ physicians had pro- 
hibited him from making any more 
speeches. ‘I haven’tmade a single speech,” 
he added, “‘since the 15th of last August.”’ 

“What is the general condition of affairs 
in Georgia, Mr. Stephens?’ asked The Post. 

“Politically,” he replied, ‘the condition 
of things there is fair—better, perhaps, than 
it has been since the war. So far as peace 
and harmony between the opposing ele- 
ments of society are concerned, no election 
has ever passed off in greater quiet through- 
out the state than the recent one. In five 
of the congressional districts there was 
hardly any contest.at all. In the contested 
districts—the fourth, represented at present 
by Mr. Harris; the seventh, by Dr. Felton, 
and the ninth, by Mr. Bell—the contest was 
very fierce, but in each of them it was more 
of @ personal than political character, and 
in no instance was there anything like a 
disturbance,‘and, I will add, that in no state 
in the union are the laws for the protection 
of rights and the suppression of crime, 
state or federal, more faithfully executed 
than in Georgia.”

Mr. Howell moved to reconsider the ae 
tion of-the senate of yesterday in adopting 
the majority report of the committee -- 
pointed to report what officers are to 
elected by the general assembly.

He thought the 
question had been ably argued by the sen- 
ate, particularly by the advocates of the 
minority report, and he could see no addi- 
tional reason why the minority report 
should be adopted. 

Mr. Speer had only a word toadd to what 
had been said by him. Judges itillyer and 
Crisp held the two youngest commissions, 
D6 gentlemen say they had no ‘Commis 
sions? Therr by what right do they sit? 

Mr. Hudson agreed with a, Howell in 
his position. The only guide for the sen- 
ate in the election of judges is found on 
pages 31 and 35 of the constitutions He 
complimented the handsome and dloquent 
young senator. from Columbus, who had 
said Pidern Crisp and Hillyer were not 
full-fledged judges. If the gentleman 
would appear before Judge Crisp in one of 
his courts, he would conclude that he wasa 
full-tledged judge.

Mr. Duggar, of Fannin, replied, ably de- 
fending his amendment. 

Mr. Alston, of DeKalb, moved that .the 
bill be recommitted, so that the re 
amendunants might be made to fit in the 

r place. 
ere wie a general discugsion as to the 
propriety of recommitting the bill or passing 
it as it stood. 
A message from the governor was here re- 
ceived through his private secretary, Colonel 
I. W. Avery. 
The motion to recommit the bill was lost. 
Mr. Duggar’s amendment was then taken 
up. On this there was a division, and the 
yeas were 54; nays 87, and the amendment 
was lost. 
A call for the yeas and nays was refused 
by the house. 
“Mr. Harris, of Bibb offered an amend- 
ment that in counties where there is no 
newspaper, a posting of the notice at the 
court the house shall be deemed sufficient 
advertisement. 
Mr. Turner, of Brooks, held that the con- 
stitution required a publication, and he did 
not think that the proposed amendment 
filled the requirements. 

Mr. Harris held that his amendment pro- 

vided for sufficient notice and filled the 
constitutional requirements. 
Hr. Hulsey, of Fulton, said the whole 
question turned on the meaning of the word 
‘published,’ and the constitution means 
that the notice shall be as public as possi- 
ble. He opposed the amendments. 

Mr. Alston supported the amendment of 
Mr. Harris. 

Mr. Mathews, of Talbot, opposed the 
amendment. Publication in a newspaper 
he deemed absolutely necessary. 

A division on the adoption of Mr. Har- 
ris’s amendment showed the yeas to be 75 
and the nays 70. So the amendment was 
adopted. 

Mr. Davis, of Houston, offered an amend- 
ment that a copy of the bill be posted in the 
county affected so that the people may see 
what the bill proposes to do. He supported 
his amendment in a few pertinent remarks. 

A message from the senate was here re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Livingston, of Newton, opposed 
amendment offered by Mr. Davis. 

Mr. Hammond, of Thomas, opposed the 
mendment. The amendment was lost. 

Mr. Kider, of Oconee, offered an amend- 
ment that the posting must also be done in 
the militia district te be affected. Lost. 

Several other amendments were lust, One 
amendment was put and received not a sin- 
gle vote. This caused much merriment in 
the hall. The previous question was or- 
dered on the first section of the bill, and it 
was passed as amended. The first section 
provides for the method of advertising. The 
second section, prescribing the manner of 
proving publication, was then taken up. 

Mr. Miller, of Houston, offered a resolu- 
tion that the general assembly proceed at 
noon to the election of a United States 
Senator for the term beginning March 4th,

THE ELECTION. 


The speaker announced that the hour ap- 
pointed for the election of a United States 
senator had arrived and the house would pro- 
ceed to that duty. 

Mr. Turner,of Brooks, said: ‘Mr. Speaker, 
I have the honor to nominate for the of- 
fice of United States senator, the Honorable 
Join B. Gordon, of the connty of DeKalb.’ 
Applause on the floor and in the galleries. 
There was no other nomination. 

The call of the roll was then begun, and 
as their names were called each member 
would rise from his seat and announce the 
candidate of his choice. 

The roll was solid for Gordon as far down 
as the name of Mr. Cannon, of Bartow, who 
voted for Herschel V. Johnson. Some r- 
sons in the gallery had the bad taste to om 
at the announcement of this vote. 

The Gordon ranks were not broken again 
until the name of King, of Floyd, was 
called. He yoted for Herschel VY. Johnson. 

Again the solid vote went for Gordon until 
it reached Reese, of Floyd, who voted for 
Governor Johnson. Mr. Roberts, of Cobb, 
also recorded his vote for Governor John- 
son. When the name of Sheffield, of 
Miller, was calied, he rose and said: “I vote 
for the man who did not make Hayes presi- 
dent, Wm. E. Smith, of Dougherty.”’ This 
remark caused some commotion. The rest 
of the roll went solid for Gordon. 

At the conclusion of the call Mr. Rankin, 
of Gordon, rose and asked leave to read a 
telegram from an absent member. The 
house assented, and Mr. Rankin read as 
follows: 

“IT desire to record my vote for Gordon for 
senator. 

(Signed) ArtHuR H. Gray, 
of Catoosa.”’ 


The speaker announced that there were 
165 votes for General Gordon, four votes for 
ex-Governor Johnson, one vote for Hon. W. 
E. Smith. He said: “The result cannot be 
finally announced until to-morrow at noon, 
when the house will meet in joint session 
to hear the result. Although it is not strict- 
ly in order, I will announce that the senate 
has voted unanimously for the Hon. John 
B. Gordon.”’ [Applause. ] 

The house resumed its business. 

By request of the committee on enroll- 
ment Dr. Paull, of Calhoun, was added to 
that committee. 


The: house resumed the consideration 
of ‘the bill on the method of 
applying for local or special legislation. 
The second section prescribing the manner 
in which sufficient evidence of proper ad- 
vertisement shall be given was taken up. 

Mr. Hanks, of Whitfield, offered a substi- 
tute for the section, which provided that a 
copy of the paper in which thé title of the 
bill ig published shall be sufficient without 
any affidavit of the publisher. The substi- 
tute requires the certificate of the ordinary 
as to the proper posting of the notice. 


The section was amended as suggested by 
Mr. Hanks, 


The bill was further amended in impor- 
tant particulars, and then the report of the 
judiciary committee in favor of its passage 
was adopted. On the passage of the bill 
there were 133 yeas and 1 nay, and the bill 
passed. 

The finance committee requested that 300 
copiesof Mr. Awtry’s ‘Moffett register bill’’ 
be printed for the use of the house. 

Mr. Alston moved to amend by having 
his bill on the same subject also printed. 

The chair sustained the point of order that 
a bill can be printed only on recommenda- 
tion of the committee. 

Mr. Alston said he did not think it very 
courteous to print one bill and not the 
other. 

Mr. Miller, of Houston; said that no 
discourtesy had been intended for Mr. Al- 
ston; the committee merely wished to save 
the expense of printing both bills. 

Three hundred copies of Mr. Awtry’s bill 
were ordered printed by the house. 

The judiciary committee made a report, 
which was oe §
